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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to preliminary amendment filed July 22, 2004. Claims 
1-17 have been canceled. New claim 19 has been added. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: second occurrence of 
"a terminal" of claim 1 should have recited as "the terminal". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kato et al. (US 
Patent No. 6,101,870). 

Claim 18: 

Kato et al. discloses a device, thus method for replacing a valve stem, comprising: 
a. Disconnecting an electrode of the valve stem (connected to wire 6) from a lead 
coupled to a terminal of a battery (through device 4) 
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b. Replacing a valve stem; and 

c. Connecting an electrode of the replaced valve stem with the lead coupled to the 
terminal of the battery. 

Claim 19: 

The battery 5 is coupled to a tire pressure sensor 3 disposed within a tire. 

Conclusion

disclosure. 

Huang, US Patent No. 6,194, discloses a power supply unit for a pressure-sensing device 
that is concealed by a tire of a vehicle wheel.
